Koger William Robach, of 3655 
CoilingWood St. SW, waived exami- 
nation bn orte charge of fourth de- 
gree criminal sexual conduct for a 
July 28 Incident at the Cascade 
Drive-In Theater. Robach wa§ ar- 
raigned on the charge (Aug. 5/by 
83rd District Court Magistrate Ge- 
rard Shouse, 

Robach waived preliminary 
hearing and entered a plea of inno- 
cent to the charge, which carries a

maximum penalty of two years. 

According to the complaint, Ro^ 
bach used force or coercion to per- 
form the alleged act with a male. 

Robach was arraigned on the sec- 
ond charge Tuesday before 63rd 
District Judge Joseph B. White. 

He pleaded not guilty to the 
charge of second degree criminal 
sexual conduct for sexually assault- 
ing a boy under the age of 13 at the 
Plalnfieid Drive-In Theater July 16. 

Robach was released on his own 
recognizance on both counts, and 
currently is awaiting trial on the 
charges in Kent County Circuit 
Court.
